BILL IS REPORTED.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—At a 
special meeting of the House Com- 


mittees on Agricultural the cotton bill 


prepared and urged by the Pacific 
cotton exchange of Los Angeles was 
ordered favorably reported as drawn. 
This bill, which will make contracts 
possible in a definite manner for 
long staple cotton raised in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona, will do much 
to improve the market in grades of 
finer cotton not now covered in the 
law as it applies to the short 
staple cotton of the South. 

Practically all dealings in the long 
staple cotton raised in the southwest 
are confined at present to the ex- 
changes in Cairo, Egypt. and Liver- 
pool, England. This bill as pre- 
pared by K. M. Turner of Los An- 
geles, treasurer of the Pacific Cotton 
Exchange, amends the present law 
so that it will be possible to en- 
force contracts for the long staple 
cotton in such a manner that banks 
will be justified in making loans on 
this class of cotton. 

While the action of the commit- 
tee comes now at too late a time 
to get any legislation at this session 
of Congress it gives the bill a pres- 


tige and standing in Congress that 


will do much to secure its passage in 
the extra session which will soon be 
called. . Congressman Osborne, who 
was invited to be present when the 
Committee on Agriculture took favor- 
able action, is assured of a great deal 
of support to get the bill through 
the House at the next on an

The principal factors in the tre- 


mendous increase in the imports of 
the United States in 1920 were 
finished manufactures and 
chemicals. Over 8,000,000,000 
pounds of sugar were brought in, 
against 7,000,000,000 pbunds in the 
immediately preceding year, and an 
average of 5,000,000, 00 
pounds during the war period, the

WHAT THRIFT DOES. 
Statisticians have been making 
in 
connection with the preachment of 
thrift. The rapidity with which 
wealth accumulates is indicated by 


a new set of figures, which shows 


that if the workers of the country 
were to save 10 per cent of their 
wages and invest it in safe securities 


such as well established public util- 


ities, electric light and power, gas, 
telephone, ste, paying 6 per cent 


annually, they would, in a single 


generation, accumulate more wealth 
than has been accumulated in all 
of the centuries by all generations. 


NO REPUDIATION. 
Financiers scout the idea of a re- 
pudiation of the war debt of the 
Allies to the United States. Great 
Britain is already working along 
definite lines of liquidation and en- 
tered upon the first quarter of the 
fiscal year with £46,000,000 toward 
the £234,000,000 surplus which the 
Chancellor planned to apply to the 
reduction of the foreign debt. For 
the three months ended March 31. 
1920, British revenue amounted to 
£643,320,000. These figures indicate 
the chance which yet remains for 
the present year’s returns to pro- 

duce the estimated surplus. 


HOUSING SHORTAGE. 

There were over 1,000,000 mar- 
riages in the United States last 
year. Allowing for culls, it should 
take 450,000 homes to care for the 
new business alone, to say nothing 
of replacements and immigration. 
Actually there were about 70,000 
constructed. The time to build is 
now.
